that the root of practically all the social troubles in the south 
lie* in the cottott crop. Jle says that tenancy, the result of the 
money crop, which is. responsible Yor illiteracy, the lack of 
civic pride and the deterioration of the;church'is pauperizing 
the Mouth.

Mr. Tannenbaum is a psychologist, we Tare told, studying the 


ills of special life so that by exposing them to an intelligent 
public measures may be taken to remedy ^them. His essay in 
the October Century is entirely without acrimony. In fact 
Mr. Tannenbaum says it would be mifdeadurg to discuss the 
cotton crop and its consequences without pointing to the fact 
that, it is a particular instance of the influence which a single 
crop economy exerts in changing the character of an agricul- 
tural community. This is his indictment of cotton. 


"The beautiful sunny south is afflicted with a pleagne, a 


Avhite pleapue—cotton. This is the outstanding fact about the 
south, especially the rural south and it is . inainlvj rural. Cotton 
instead of being a blessing, a beliefieicnt fortunat? thing, is 
almost, a curse. It certainly is a burden and a drag upon the 
life and spirit of thft people ill the south. Cotton is not only 
king, it is tyrant,-and the people of the south, old and young, 
arc its slaves. I say this deliberately, purposefully an'd say it 
despite the fact that cotton has been the pride and the boast, 
almost the worship, of the people whom it has taxex} beyond 
mercy." 
•> 


There arc two million southern families? engaged in the pro- 


duction of cotton. Before the war between1 the states cotton 
was mainly the product of slave labor. After emancipation 
came the production of cotton; continued and the former slave 
was not the only labor utilized. White women and children in 
many of the states,'became workers in the fields and an army 
of'white women and children are utilized today in the pro- 
duction Of the cotton, crop of the south. In summing up the 
evil consequences of the money crop Mr. Tannenbaum says: 
'.'."To the cotton crop is to be charged not only the poverty 
of the rural community, not only such of the difficulty of the 
race problem, not only the spoliation of oire of the richest 
soils in America, not only farm tenancy, riot only the low 
standards of living and the small money income, but the etern- 
al friction between debtor and creditor, the laziness, peonage, 
monotonous diet and its influence upon health, the lack'of 
proper schooling—really the 
impossibility of 
maintaining 


schools—the constant migration of the farmer, the. lack of 
civic interest and civic pride, the neglect of policy, the migra- 
tion to the mills, the absence of attractive homes, the lack of 
eatfte and the shortage of milk for growing children,. All of 
these evils are chareeable to the cotton crop, directly or in- 
directly." 


Texas produces thirty-six per cent of the cotton grown in 


the United States. It is said that fifty-two per cent of the 
farmers of Texas are tenants. Jkis said that cotton will place in 
circulation in1 Texas this year |bOO,000,000. .It is f/iid that high 
priced cotton is responsible for a greater degree of prosperity 
this year in Texas than can be found in any other American 
state. Regardless, of all this Mr. Tannenbaum says his article 
is written to rjpsr^a question rather thyrr^^ont^^s flriWtl. 
This is the question: 


'-'What happens to an agricultural community when it con- 


centrates upon the cultivation of a single crop? I am. here 
concerned with cotton. But the question; raised applies equally 
to tobacco, wheat, sugar, corn. The simple fact that nine tenths 
of all the enancy is in single crop areas, cotton, corn, tobaeCo 
and that the greatest increase in teiVancy during the last de- 
cade has bejen in the wheat area, suggests {he significance of 
the question" I am asking. What does occur to put it in a single 
sentence: The single crop seems to industrialize the farming 
community and to make of the farm an outdoor factory. What 
is obvious is this. The single crop is an essential to the modern 
world. What are we to do about it?"
